Founders of the community will 
live again in the minds of today’s 
residents as the “public is given 
the beautiful Chaffey memorial 
library in impressive  dedicatory 
services Thursday evening. The 
library is being “given” to the 
Chaffey district as the result of 
the foresight and generosity of the 
late George Chaffey and William | 
Chaffey. 

In connection with the dedica- 
tory program, the first of a series 
of Chaffey lectures\on the general 
theme of ‘Foundations of Culture” 
will be delivered at 4 o’clock on 
Thursday afternoon in the junior 
college auditorium. Speakers on 
the afternoon program will be 
Vierling Kersey, state superintend- 
ent of public instruction, and An- 
drew Chaffey, son of George Chaf- 
fey. Mr. Kersey will be introduc- 
ed by Mrs. ‘Hjalmar Anderson, 
president of the Ontario council 
of the Parent-Teacher association. 


After the afternoon program, a 
dinner will be served in honor of 
the trustees of the Chaffey me- 
morial trust fund. Dr. A. L. Web- 
er, president of the Chaffey board 
of education, will preside; Norman 
S. Lawson, clerk, will express ap- 
preciation of the Chaffey board to 
Andrew Chaffey, and other mem- 
bers of the Chaffey trust fund. 

The general public is invited to 
the Thursday afternoon and even- 
ing programs. 

On the dedicatory placque to be 
given a permanent place in the li- 
brary will in part be the following: 
“George Chaffey and Willian Ben- 
jamin Chaffey who during the’ 
years of their association as Chaf- 
fey Brothers designed and found- 
ed Etiwanda, 1881, and Ontario, 
1882, who, inspired by the visit of 
a royal commission to Ontario in 
1885 introduced scientific irriga- 


tion to Australia, 1887 ... . 
George Chaffey was subsequently 





the first engineer to divert the 
waters of the Colorado river for 
irrigation purpose (1901), con- 
ducting them to that portion o: 
the Colorado desert he named Im- 
perial valley.” 

In establishing this district the 
Chaffey brothers dedicated a tract 
to serve as a campus. George 
Chaffey also established a library 
trust fund for maintenance of a 
library. Proceeds from this fund 
will pay all construction costs of 
the library, costing more than 
$75,000. : 

And so the new, beautiful, spac- 
ious library is in the nature of a 
“sift” from the founders of the 
district. It has accommodations 
for junior college and high school 
students and large facilities for 
reference books and other mater- 
ial. 

The dedicatory service will be 
featured by one hour’s concert by 
the Chaffey orchestra under the di- 
rection of Murray Owen, new head 
of the instrumental music depart- 
ment. This will be his first pub- 
lic appearance since his appoint- 
ment earlier in the year. At 8:30 
o'clock President Gardiner W. 
Spring of the junior college will 
introduce the trust fund members 
and others. N. E. Trautman, 
chairman of the Chaffey building 
committee, will present the library 
to the district. Willis Kerr, li- 
brarian of Claremont colleges, will 
officially dedicate the library, and 
Mrs. Fred Clapp, Chaffey librar- 
ian, will accept the building.

Once a week a representative 
of the department calls here to 
handle local cases, to study re- 
quests for aid and to investigate 


needy persons. People interest- 
ed in learning more about the 
act are advised not to call at 
the chamber office before 10 o- 
clock Friday. | 

The new provisions in the wel- 
fare act became effective Sun- | 
day. The new state plan super- 


sedes the plan used in the coun- 
The only changes in the 
new plan over the plan formerly 
used is in increasing the maxi- 
mum benefits to $30 a month, 
and a reduction in the minimum 
age from 70 years to 65 years. 
"Those applying for aid must 
swear that they are financially 
unable to support themselves, ' 
have no income, have no rela-! 
tives responsible for their care 
and have property of an assess- 
ed valuation of not more than

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JOHN ANDREAS HOME 
DESTROYED BY FIRE 


Assemblyman’s Son Loses His 





Home and Heirloom 
Furniture 


The home of Mr. and Mrs. John 
A. Andreas, 410 West Seventeenth 
street, was destroyed by fire short- 
ly after 4 o’clock Saturday morn- 
ing, with a number of pieces of 
valuable antique furniture being 
included in the loss. 

The fire is believed to have start- 
ed from defective wiring. After 
turning in the alarm, Mr. Andreas 
was able to save only a few ar- 
ticles of furniture before’ the 
flames swept the stairway, cutting 
off passage to the second floor, 
and he and Mrs. Andreas escaped 
in their night clothing. 

Although the firemen arrived in 
time to have saved most of the 
house, they were handicapped by 
lack of water and could make no 
headway in their figHt against the 
fire until the irrigation water was 
turned on and the sandbox filled. 


The firemen then used a suctiofi! 


hose and were able to confine the 
fire to the house, which was com- 
pletely burned, and to save a num- 
ber of trees that were threatened 
by the flames. 

The loss of the house is said to 
be practically covered by insur- 
ance, but no insurance was car- 
ried on the furniture, part of which 
had been presented to Mr. Andreas | 
by his great aunt and had been in | 
the possession of the family for 
many generations.

FOREST FIRE WITH 
BG DAMAGE SEEN 


|Mustard Seed May Be Planted 
To Protect Area and 
Soil From Erosion 





Blackened tree stumps and 
| ashes on approximately 2000 acres 
|on the foothills just north of Up- 
‘land are the result of the forest 
| fire that started at noon yester-

| this morning. Efforts of 675 men, 
| mostly from CCC camps, brought

Twenty-sixth street, about a half 
mile west of Mountain avenue. 
The flames quickly spread as the 
steady breeze sent the fire north- 
ward and eastward. The fire got 
as far north as the edge of Stod- 
dard’s canyon and east as far as 
the western edge of Cucamonga 
canyon. The most easterly point 
was about two miles from where 
the fire started, 

The Charles Dewey nursery was 


damaged considerably, many 
young citrus trees being burned. 


The nursery tool shed was destroy- 
ed. 

As far as is known this is the 
only building that went down in 
the flames, other structures along 
Mountain avenue miraculously 
escaping as the fire swept east- 
ward. 

Residents in the nudist colony 


in Stoddard’s camp fied as the 
flames ate their way through the 
brush. None of the buildings at 


the camp, however, were touched 
by the flames. 

The person responsible for start- 
ing the fire is not know n, accord- 
ing to authorities at the Camp 
Williams CCC camp in San An- 
tonio canyon, 

Most of the fire fighting activ- 
ities were carried on by members 
in that camp, by fire fighting 
crews brought here from other 
|cCamps and from the Angeles Na- 
tional forest. Four of the 675 men 
were injured but not seriously. 

Wide interest was shown by 
residents throughout the district 
last night as they gazed to the 
mountains. Here and there huge 
flames lighted up the sky. Scores 
of motorists went into the canyon. 

Concerning the damage to the 
watershed, officials of local water 
companies said that no real ap- 
praisal could be made. It was in- 
| dicated, however, that if mustard 
or some other rapid-growing plant 
seed is sown, erosion by storm 
waters will be checked sufficiently 
to prevent any flood.
